“ Finally, the Sadlak bill is definitely 
not a “ rich m an ’s” tax measure. 
The 
greatest total of tax relief — 60 percent 
—would accrue to people with tax able 
incomes of $6,000 a year or less. 
Only 
17 percent of total tax relief would fall 
in brackets of $20.000 or more.” 
Small wonder that Sadlak’s bill is call­ 
ed the first common-sense plan lor tax 
letorm in nearly 30 years.
